ADMINISTRATION REPORT OP THE 

KUSHALGARH GHIEFSHIP 

FOR THE TEAR 1930-31. 


CHAPTER I. 


GENERAL AND POLITICAL 


It Botinc^yi-Kushalgttrh Ghiafship is situated in the Southern-tnoRt 
limits ofBajputana between 23 degrees 4 minutes and 23 degrees 20 minutes 
North Latitude, and 74 degrees 17 minutes and 74 degrees 74 minutes East 
Longitude, It is a billy Chiefsbip bounded on the North by Banswara, Ratiam 
and Sailana States, on the East by Ratiam and Jhabua States, on the South by 
Jhabna and Indore States and on the West by the Ranch Mahals District of ihe 
Bombay Presidency, 

Z, Area, Population and Revenue;— The area of the Chiefship 
approximately amounts to 340 square miles. Its population according to the 
Census of 1931 is 35564 and the gross revenue calculated on the avorago of last 
five years is Rs. 158950/- 

3. The Chief and the Raj Familyr-Shriman Raoji Sahib Shree 
Ranjitsingbji is the present Chief, i, e., ruler of the Chiefsnip, who succeeded his 
father, Shriman Raoji Sahib Shri Udaisinghji on the 17th January 1916, and is 
in the 50 th year of his age. The Chief’s family belongs to Ramsingot Mertia 
branch of the Rathor Rajput clan of Jodhpur (Mnrwar; and has been in possess- 
ion of the Cbiefship for the last 12 generations, since «vkherajji, the founder, who 
is said to have conque^d the terriloty in Samwat year 1711 { A. D. 1654 ) and 
subsequently founded the town of Kushalgarh in memory of a Bkill Chieftain 
neCmed Kushla, whom Akherajji is said to have killed. The family is connected by 
marriage ties to Bansi ( Hewnr ), Eadana ( Gujarat ), Badisadri (Mewar), Kundla 
(Jbalawar) and Khajurgaon ( (J. P . ), 
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Rajkunwar Sahib Bnjbiharisinghji, the heir apparent, is in his 27th year, 
who is learning administration work here. , 

The second Kunwar Sahib Bharatsinghji is in his 9th year, Bhamarlalji 
Sahib Harendrakumarsin^ji is in his 8th year, third Kunwar Sahib Ddainarayan 
singhii is in his 7th year, fourth Kunwar Sahib Ramchandrasingji is in his 
fourth year and the fifth Kunwar Sahib Devicharansinghji is in bis 2nd year. 

There are seven Jagirdars in the Chiefship, viz, of Tambesra, Churabar, 
Mokamputa, Chhotisarwa, Bupgarh, Gopalpura and Ranjitgarh, who are provided 
with Jagirs for their maintenance on conditions of feudal service, they all being 
descendant's of the C hief’s family. • 

Ji. Principal Ev.ents-Shriman Raoji Sahib paid visit to A, C. 
Lothian, Esquire, I. 0, S, , Political Agent, Southern Rajputana States at Jaipur 
and to Lt. Colonel D. M. Field,. I, A., Agent to the Governor General in 
. Rajputana at Ajmer in the month of November 1930 and • to Lt. Colonel “D. Al. 
Field, I. A., Resident in Mewar and Political Agent, Southern Rajputana States^ 
in the months of March and July 1931. Lt. Colonel B. L. Cole, I. A. Superinten- 
dent of Census operations in Rajputana and A j®er-Merwara visited Kushalgarh 
in the month of December 1930, who appreciated the Census work of this Chief- 
ship in all respects. 


CHAPTER II. 

REVENUE AND FINANCE. . . . 

The Chiefship is divided into three Tehsils for revenue purposes viz, 

I. TehsilMaiyad or Sadar Tehsil. 

II. Tehsil Dungra comprising Paraganas of Dungra & Himmatgarh. 

III. Tehsil Patan comprising Paraganas of Paian and Ranga, 

• The total number of villages is 310, out of these 204 villages are in Kbalsa 
and the rest are in Jagir and Muafi, The actual recovery of the land reyenue of 
the Kbalsa villages amounted to Rs. 26324/- against Rs. 31902/- in the previous 
year. The work of revision of the land revenue settlement is completed this year 
and new Pattas of the revision settlement have been distributed.

CHA.PTER III. 


Lcglslatipuh-In all casesi Civil and Criminal, justice is administered 
according to laws in force in British India with such modification* as are neccssa 
ry to meet local requirements, circular orders and notifications being issued 
from time to time to that effect. Appendix II shows the laws and regulations 
that remained in force in the Chiefsliip during the year. 

P/WUt«Lry F'orceb-No military force]^;is maintained in this Chiefship. 

Police>-The police strength stood at 97 and in addition to this a small 
force is stationed in and maintained at the expenses of the Jagirdars of Tambesra 
Churabar, Mokamput^ and Chbotisaiwa, tne streng:h of which is about a dozen. 
Thus on the whole there is one police man for every three square miles and 326 
inhabitants of the whole Chiefship, The actual cost of the police establishment 
came to Rs. 11320/-against Rs 10791/- of last year, 

Criminal JuBticet-Criminal justice was administered by the follow- 
ing courts and by certain Jagirdars, who exercise specially limited powers ol a 
Third Class Magistrate in only those cases in which the parties were the Ryots 
of their Jagirs and the offences were of trivial nature. 

I. The Court of Mahekma Khas, which tries Sessions and such other cases 
that a First Class Magistrate is not competent to.try and exercises appellate 
and revisional jurisdiction in cases dealt w'ith by all other courts in the 
Chiefship.’ 

II. The Court of the First Class Magistrate. 

III. The Courts of the Tehsildars of Dungera aud Patau, who are invested 
with powers of a Third Class Magistrjite. 

Appendices VII, Till, and 3X show the number of crimes committed 
and the sentences awarded by the various courts, 

Civil Justicr-The work wus carried out by the following courts of 
the Cniefship besides certain Jagirdars, who heat Civil suits up to the value 

of Rs. ICO/- 

I. Mahekma Khas. which exercises appellate and revisional powers. 

II. Civil Judge, who is also the First Class Magistrate, hear Civil suits of 
all kinds and values of the Meiyad or .Sadii Tehsil aiad such others, as 
the Tehsildars of Dungra and Paian ate cot competent to hear. 
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.HI. The Tchtils of Duugra and Patan, which are invcited with poweri to htar 
civil suiti of the valuCj not exceeding Ss. lOO/—. 

The details of work are given in appendices X. XT. and Xll, 

BJxtradltiotJi-During this year the Chiefsbip surrendered one accused 
to JhabuB, while the Chiefship received three accused from Baniwara, one from 
Jhabua and one from Ratlam. 

Prisom-Thero is one Central Jail at Kushalgarb, which is provided with 
suitable separate quarters for male and female prisoners. During the period under 
report 60 persons were confined in the Kushalgarb Central Jail and their daily 

average came to 20. 

Hcgistratlont-In thii year 18 documents were registered against 20 
in last year and the value of property registered amounted to Bi. 26S60/-. against 
R«. 8817/- , in the last year. 


Municy>alit'^The income is derived from import duties of customs 
and from miscellaneous taxes of easements, etc. The income for the year amounted 
to Rs. 2H3/-. against Rs. 28S1/-. in the last year. The conservancy and street 
lighting work was douc satisfactorily.

The Chiefship had to pay Rs. 257/-for working and 
maintenance of the telegraph line to and office at Kushalgarh for the year 19S0-31. 

Mintt-No coins were minted in Kushalgarh.

4342/- against RB-4011/-of the previous y«ar Work of Dispen- 
sary during the year was satisfactry. ,

CHAPTER 7II. 

The number of students on roll in the Colvin Middle School, Kushalgarh 
at the end of the year, remained 199 against 196 in last year, while the average 
number of attendance has been 158. Its work was satisfactory during the year. 
Work of the girls School waB also satisfactory and the roll number ot girl* was 
50 and their daily average came to 24. There were four village schools with a 
total of 60 boys on roll and an attendance of 46. The total expenditure on 
education came to Rs. 4098/-' against Rs.4068/- of last year.
